FACE 1% 
RENTS HIKE

COUNCIL tenants in Harlow 
are to be hit with average rent 
increases of almost £6 per 
week. 

The above-inflation hike means 
that from April the average demand 
will rise from £78.16 to £83.85 - an 
increase of 7.3 per cent. 

According to the council the cash 
generated from the rise - which has 
been set in accordance with 
Government guidelines - will be 
used to fund repairs and building 
maintenance work following 
change in legislation that allows I 
local authorities to retain all rent | 
income generated. 

According to the budget plans 
approved at Thursday’s full council 
meeting, garage rents will also be 
increased with a standard garage 
costing 16p more a week at £7.96. 

Communal heating charges for 
tenants will go up on average to 
£2.91 a week in line with rises set 
by energy companies, while heating 
bills for residents living in sheltered 
accommodation will rise by 3 Op on 
average per week, with limitations

ALLOTMENT holders are asking for 
the public’s help to catch the crooks 
responsible for a spate of thefts which 
has left them more than £25,000 out of 
pocket. 

According to the Harlow Allotment 
Association, six sites across the town have 
been robbed, vandalised or set on fire in the 
past four months. 

Earlier this month thieves targeted the 
association’s office in Potter Street, stealing 
more than £20,000 worth of equipment and 
wrecking the property. 

Chairman Joe Bygrave said he was lost for 
words at the destruction. “The office was 
absolutely ransacked,” he said. “They 
smashed the outside security lights, emptied 
the till, ruined containers, stole expensive 
equipment like grasscutters and a sit-on 
mower and even took seven big trophy cups 
that wouldn’t have been of any value to them. 

“They then went on to trash the place. I 
cannot understand how anyone can be capa¬ 
ble of carrying out such appalling acts.” 

Mr Bygrave estimates the damage caused 
to the six sites - which also include Linford 
End, Water Lane, Nicholls Field, Felmongers 
and Canons Brook - to be in the region of 
£25,000. 

“When you consider all the sheds that have 
been burnt down and the damage to little 
things like locks, it all adds up,” he said. “We 
can’t afford to replace these things. 

“It is just devastating and we are now 
appealing for the public’s help in catching 
those responsible by reporting anything sus¬ 
picious to police straight away.” 

The Felmongers site was targeted last 
Tuesday when 20 sheds were broken into, 
although allotment holders had already 
removed anything of value from their sheds. 

Agent Tom Mcllhargey said: “We were 
expecting to be hit so fortunately no-one had 
left anything of great value in the sheds, but it 
is still so frustrating. 

“It isn’t fair for good honest people to have 
to pick up the bill and sort out the damage. 
These people are the scum of the earth and 
need to be caught.” 

Tony Hall, Harlow Council’s portfolio 
holder for environment, said: “I am shocked 
and appalled by these incidents which are fur¬ 
ther attacks on our community facilities,” he 
said. “We call on our residents who may 
know who is responsible for these incidents 
to report them to the police.”

THE long-term future of Harlow 
Council’s discretionary services 
dominated the agenda at a fiery 
full council meeting on Thursday. 

As Tory councillors pushed 
through plans to offload services 
including Harlow Museum, Pets’ 
Corner and Parndon Wood 
Nature Reserve to local volun¬ 
tary groups as part of a package 
of budget proposals for the new 
financial year, opposition mem¬ 
bers voiced concerns over the 
long-term viability of the move. 

Labour group leader Mark 
Wilkinson told the meeting: 
“The way the whole process has 
been managed has left our resi¬ 
dents very concerned. 

“We need to provide a sustain¬ 
able future for these services, not 
a three-year fix.” 

Cllr Jean Clark was equally 
scathing in her appraisal of the

plans, claiming they were “rid¬ 
dled with ifs and buts”. 

“The long-term financial 
security of these services will 
depend on the providers’ ability 
to secure grants, but what hap¬ 
pens if something goes wrong?,” 
she said. 

“I question the viability of the 
proposals and am concerned that 
there is no plan B.” 

But Joel Charles, portfolio 
holder for community and citi¬ 
zenship, hit back, accusing 
Labour of playing “political 
football”. 

“We have guaranteed funding 
for the next three years so the 
operators can appeal for grants 
and secure their own future,” he 
added. 

Council leader Andrew John¬ 
son also criticised his opponents, 
slamming the group for failing 
to produce an alter¬ 
native budget for 
the third year run¬ 
ning. 

“They accuse us 
of not having a Plan 
B but they don’t 
even have a Plan A. 

“I wish the oppo¬ 
sition had presented 
an alternative budg¬ 
et then we could 
have had a proper 
debate rather than a 
political slanging 
match.” 

He added that the 
budget was “mome¬ 
ntous” for the town. 

“I say momen¬ 
tous for three rea¬ 
sons,” he explained. 
“Lor the third year 
running we have 
frozen council tax. 
Lor the third year 
running we have 
topped up reserves 
and for the third 
year running the 
Labour opposition 
have failed to put 
forward a budget.”

imposed to 
safeguard tenants 
from fuel poverty. 
Plans to use £15m 
from the council’s 
Housing Capital 
Programme to 
improve and 
maintain its 
housing stock were 
also outlined, with 
£2.6m allocated to 
energy efficiency 
works, £2.4m for 
updating kitchens 
and bathrooms

Speaking at 
Thursday’s 
meeting, portfolio 
holder for housing 
Clive Souter said 
the proposals 
represented “good 
news for tenants”.

E veryone loves a 

bargain, especially in these 
times of financial 
restraint. 

And shoppers visiting any of the seven 
St Clare Hospice shops are bound to 
find one. Even better, they will be 
supporting the charity at the same 
time. 

St Clare’s Harlow shop at the St James 
Centre in East Road attracts hundreds 
of customers every day. It is an 
Aladdin’s Cave of shelves and rails 
filled with items donated by the 
public. 

Last year the shop received more than 
16,000 donations of goods and almost 
27,600 boxes or bags - an average of 
about 75 a day - were sorted by the 
dedicated team of volunteers. 

Items given in at the Harlow shop are 
put out for sale or taken to fill the 
shelves at any of the other six St Clare 
shops in Epping, Dunmow, Saffron 
Walden, Debden, Buckhurst Hill and 
Bishop’s Stortford. 

Annette Eaves is one of the army of 
volunteers whose efforts enable the 
Harlow shop to stay open seven days a 
week. She has been a volunteer for 
about six months, offering her help 
following the death of her husband 
Anthony, who was cared for at St 
Clare. 

“It’s giving something back,” she said. 
“My husband died at the hospice and I 
always told myself that when I retired 
and I had time that I would come here 
to help.” 

Annette, who lives in Harlow, spends 
an average of about two days a week 
helping to sort the bags of donated 
goods and stocking the shelves. 
"Sometimes the piles of bags can be 
as high as me,” she said. “Whatever it 
is we can find a home for it.” 

Such is the popularity of the shop that 
volunteers sometimes arrive in the 
morning and find people waiting for 
the shop to open. On average between 
200 and 400 transactions a day are 
rung up on the till. 

Louise Hamilton, the hospice’s retail 
sales manager, said: “We rely entirely 


on the generosity of the local 
community to give us goods and we 
are extremely grateful for their 
amazing on-going generosity and 
support. 

“In the current economic climate there 
is lots of competition for donated 
goods. Other charities, local council 
recycling initiatives and businesses 
which buy textiles direct from the 
public are all chasing a dwindling 
supply of goods.” 


Money raised through the shops goes 
straight back into helping the hospice 
provide its much valued services. 
Louise said: “The care provided by St 
Clare is totally free of charge to 
patients, yet the cost to provide that 
care goes up year on year whilst our 
government funding remains static.” 
She added: “If people can afford to 
support us financially that’s fantastic, 
much needed and greatly appreciated. 


However, if they can’t afford to give 
us cash donations they might still be 
able to help us by giving goods they 
no longer want. 

“We always try to make the most out 
of every item we’re given. Expensive 
fashion items get sent to our boutique 
shop in Buckhurst Hill where we can 
achieve higher prices. Collectable 
items will be valued and either sent to 
auction or sold online and even goods 
which cannot be sold direct to the 


public can be sold on or recycled 
rather than put into landfill.” 

Last year the shops made more than 
£108,000 just through recycling goods 
- mainly textiles - which were not 
suitable for sale in shops. 

Martin Greene works as a distribution 
assistant three days a week collecting 
large items, usually furniture, from 
people’s homes and delivering it to the 
shops. 

Martin, who is also a volunteer driver 
for the hospice’s day therapy sessions 
once or twice a week, said: “Yesterday 
I had to collect a mountain bike. We 
cannot accept electrical items but we 
assess every bit of furniture. As long 
as it is in good condition and furniture 
has its fire safety labels and is not 
ripped, we will take it.” 

Martin became involved with the 
hospice in July 2009 when his long¬ 
time partner, Lynn, spent her final six 
days at St Clare when she was 
transferred from hospital in a coma. 
Martin said: “The care she received 
was first rate; I can’t speak highly 
enough of it. We were fortunate to get 
her into the hospice. When you see 
what happens here you cannot fail to 
be impressed.” 

Martin, who also lives in Harlow, said: 
“St Clare Hospice is a well-known 
charity in Harlow. A lot of people have 
personal connections and there are not 
too many other charity shops in 
Harlow which are specifically raising 
money for a Harlow-based 
organisation.” 

Louise said: “When you are having a 
good spring clean and de-clutter, 
please think of St Clare Hospice and 
donate some of your formerly loved 
possessions to our Harlow shop. After 
all, one man’s trash is another man’s 
treasure and your donation will help 
local families at one of the most 
difficult times in their lives.”

A POLICEMAN who flew to New York 
in the aftermath of the 9/11 
terrorist attacks to assist police and 
fire officers affected by the disaster 
is about to retire from the force. 

PC Terry Rackley (56) has notched 
up 36 years service with Essex 
Police after joining the constabulary 
as a special constable in 1976. 

The father-of-two became a full¬ 
time officer two years later and 
went on to work in a number of 
departments. 

During his years in the job he has 
received numerous commendations 
for his outstanding policing work, 
which included saving an eight- 
month-old baby from a fire and 
performing lifesaving CPR on a girl 
involved in a road collision. 

He has also been recognised for the 
work he does outside the force as a 
traumatic risk incident manager co¬ 
ordinator, skills which he put to 
good use after the attacks on the 
twin towers of the World Trade 
Center in 2001 


This week Mr Rackley, who lives in 
Harlow, told the Star: "I will miss 
the camaraderie the most. There is 
no greater feeling than having a 
fellow officer stand up next you in 
the face of danger to together carry 
out the duties we all signed up to." 
"There is no job like it and I will 
really miss it, but feel it is the 
right time in my life to retire. 

"I know that policing will stay 
in my blood though and I'll 
never be one to stand back if 
someone needs help." 

Mr Rackley said he was 
looking forward to a slower 
pace of life when he retires 9 
to Suffolk to be closer to 
his family at the end of 
the month.

Labour blast 
£17m cost of 
NHS reforms 


CONTROVERSIAL plans for 
sweeping NHS reforms will 
cost West Essex PCT almost 
£17m to implement, according 
to the Labour Party. 

The trust, which is responsible for 
healthcare provision across Harlow, 
has been forced to set aside 
£16,797,000 - two per cent of its 
annual budget - to cover the costs of 
the two-year transition. 

A considerable chunk of the cash 
will have to be spent on redundancy 
payouts for staff set to lose their jobs 
in the shake-up, which will see exist¬ 
ing commissioning bodies including 
primary care trusts and strategic 
health authorities scrapped in favour 
of GP-led consortia. 

This week Suzy Stride, Labour’s 
prospective Parliamentary candidate 
for Harlow, said the reorganisation 
was “reckless and unnecessary” and 
argued the money would be better 
spent on improving patient care. 

“The evidence shows that the NHS 
is one of the best services in the world 
but the Tories are intent on destroying 
it,” she told the Star. 

“It is wrong to force West Essex 
PCT to put aside over £16m to pay for 
bureaucracy and redundancies when 
patients are waiting longer for treat¬ 
ment and there is pressure to close 
beds and wards in Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. 

“David Cameron’s reckless and 
unnecessary reorganisation is hitting 
the NHS hard with costs of more than 
£3bn across the country.” 

She added: “People in Harlow did 
not vote for it and now doctors, nurs¬ 
es, patients and apparently even mem¬ 
bers of the cabinet are united in call¬ 
ing for the Government to drop its 
plans.” 

But Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
said the Government had already cov¬ 
ered the one-off cost of the top-down

restructure by ploughing an extra 
£24m into local NHS services over 
the past 18 months. 

“People will remember that Labour 
wasted £6bn on an NHS computer 
system that didn’t work and signed 
contracts where it cost £300 to change 
a lightbulb,” he added. 

“By contrast, the Government’s 
reforms are about stopping the waste 
and putting our GPs and hospitals like 


PAH in the driving seat. 

“Altogether, a total of £4.5bn is 
being taken out of bureaucracy and 
ploughed back into frontline patient- 
care. There is a one-off cost but it is 
worth it. We have to invest now to get 
savings later.” 

Mr Halfon said that scrapping the 
strategic health authority in the east of 
England alone would save £45m a 
year in management and administra¬ 
tive costs. 

“This can all be invested in more 
nurses and doctors for towns like 
Harlow,” he said.

Four-in-10 women 
miss appointments 
for breast screening 

HEALTH experts have warned that Harlow 
women are putting their lives at risk by failing 
to take part in a free breast screening pro¬ 
gramme. 

Princess Alexandra NHS Trust set up a 
mobile unit in the town centre to make it easi¬ 
er for women to get checked for signs of breast 
cancer, but only 59 per cent of those invited to 
attend kept their appointments. 

“We urge everyone to attend their appoint¬ 
ments as we are literally talking about saving 
people’s lives,” said breast service manager 
Janet Skeys. “Our mobile unit has recently 
been refurbished and contains the latest equip¬ 
ment and technology. 

“The screening takes less than 10 minutes 
and the results are available two to three weeks 
later.” 

Since last July 7,910 women have been 
invited for screening at mobile unit. Of the 
4,628 who attended, 137 have been called 
back for further assessment and 33 have now 
started treatment after being diagnosed with 
breast cancer. 

Ms Skeys added: “The number of people 
dying from breast cancer is still significant at 
around 12,000 a year in the UK. But if it is 
caught early enough the outcomes, with mod¬ 
ern treatments, are very good and radical sur¬ 
gery is not usually necessary.” 

Some Saturday clinics are now available 
and special arrangements can be made for 
women with a disability if they call (01279)

SIR, Having recently attended a 
consultative meeting with Harlow 
Council as a concerned tenant to hear 
the local authority’s plans in connection 
with housing under the Localism Bill, it 
swiftly became apparent to me that this 
was simply an exercise in redesigning 
processes and stripping away the 
philosophical and historical value of 
what council housing means and to 
whom it can be accessed. 

Despite existing tenants maintaining 
their secure status, there is no doubt that 
rents will continue to rise and services 
and repairs be ever more curtailed and 
cut. 

The security of passing one’s property 
via successorship to close family 
members is also a target of change. For 
new tenants the prospects appear 
insecure and grim. 

Essentially the council, should it decide 
to implement it, could conceivably grant 
only two-year fixed tenancies or, in 
more generous situations, a maximum of 
five years. Tenants would then face a 
review by council officers to determine 
whether they will be allowed to continue 
renting from the authority under what 
seems to be aribitrary criteria laid out by 
the council. 

Chief among these criteria seems to be 
income. The council argues that this will 
free up housing, prevent under and over 
occupation and that the advantages are 
that it will be needs focussed. This, I 
would argue, is means testing and 
reducing council housing down to a no¬ 
choice option perceived as being the last 
resort of the poor. 

Furthermore, it will negatively impact 
on social cohesion, undermine families 
and lead to a two-tier perspective 
causing resentment among tenants of 
different tenure. 

It is clear the Government is against 
council housing and does not intend to 
build more. What is more, they see it as 
a subsidised freebie enjoyed by the those 
who currently choose it. One had only to 
look at the language used in the council’s 
slides, words such as customer. I am not 
a customer, I’m a council tenant. 

Those who were at the meeting roundly 
and unanimoulsy condemned it and I 
hope that the council was listening. I 
would also remind it of its obligation to 
resist attacks on choice of tenure and 
keep to the status quo, thus truly valuing 
tenant participation.

New investment in apprenticeships will make a difference 


LIKE many Harlow residents I 
have a passion for 
apprenticeships. 

I employed the first ever MP's 
apprentice from Harlow (and now 
have a second), started an 
Apprentice School in Parliament 
and have worked with the NUS to 
set up a special Apprentice Card, 
giving apprentices the same 
rights as university students. 

The economy is still difficult in 
Harlow but we have a good story 
to tell. The Conservative-led 
government has helped to boost 
the number of Harlow apprentices 
by 78 per cent in one year. This 
means that we now have 350 
extra youngsters in jobs. 


Across the country the number of 
apprentices has risen to more 
than 450,000, an increase of 
more than 50 per cent on before. 
Harlow is entrepreneurial and 
hard-working. Youth 
unemployment here is lower than 
the East of England rate and 
lower the national average - and 
it has been falling since 2009. 
This is a tribute to our schools, 
Harlow College (now officially the 
best in England) and many local 
employers such as Smiths 
Industries, AST technologies, and 
many more besides. 

But we also have to face 
uncomfortable facts. Across the 


country youth unemployment is 
high. Since 2006 it has been at 
around one million. Clearly the 
problem does not just start when 
young people reach 18 and are 
unable to find work, it starts 
much earlier. 

For far too long there has been a 
conveyor belt to the dole queue. 

In the past 10 years half a million 
children left school unable to read 
or write. That is why the 
Coalition's emphasis on pushing 
reading and numeracy in our 
schools is incredibly important. 
Burnt Mill School, for example, 
has seen a massive increase in its 
results on literacy and numeracy. 
In the past two years its number 


of pupils getting five good GCSEs 
including maths and English has 
risen from 27 per cent to 56 per 
cent, a huge leap forward. This 
has been achieved by opening a 
new IT library, stressing the 
importance of reading and by 
supplying the children with 
Kindles (electronic books) paid for 
by extra funding for the poorest 
pupils. 

The new Youth Contract starting 
in April will also make a 
difference. It means that every 
young unemployed person in 
Harlow will be offered training and 
mentoring by special firms if they 
want it. 

Finally, I have been working day 


and night for the past 15 months 
with Anglia Ruskin University and 
Harlow College to bring a new 
high-tech apprentice school to 
Harlow. 

If successful, it will offer 
hundreds of local young people 
the chance to do top-class 
technical training and go straight 
into well-paid jobs. 

We cannot be complacent about 
youth unemployment but I do 
believe that new investment in 
apprenticeships, a focus on 
literacy and numeracy and extra 
training and mentoring will make 
a huge difference - not just in 
Harlow but across the country as 
a whole.

Store thief fell out 
of getaway vehicle 



A BUNGLING shoplifter who 
fell out of a getaway car and 
landed at the feet of a security 
guard has been spared a jail 
sentence. 

But a judge told Delvine 
Sweeten (31), of Little Brays, 
Harlow, she was lucky not to 
receive a custodial sentence after 
trying to walk out of a supermar¬ 
ket with a trolley full of goods. 

Sweeten pleaded guilty at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Friday to a charge of theft. She 
was sentenced to 15 days of inten¬ 
sive community service and 
ordered to attend a six-month drug 
rehabilitation course. 

The court heard that Sweeten - 
who was given a suspended jail 
sentence last May for burglary - 
was caught at the Hoddesdon bra¬ 
nch of Tesco in December last 
year. 

She and an accomplice had 
entered the store, filled up a trol¬ 
ley with goods worth £450 and left 
without making any attempt to 
pay. 

Prosecutor Anil Patani told the 
court: “A security guard was alert¬ 
ed and they were followed to a 
Ford Focus where the trolley’s 
contents were being unloaded. 
Eighty per cent, worth about £360,

had been put into the car. 

“Already one occupant was in 
the car. A male then got in and the 
car engine was revved up as 
Sweeten got in the back but she 
fell out on all fours.” 

Neil Ross, representing Sweet¬ 
en, said in mitigation she had suf¬ 
fered from drug addiction but had 
recently stopped using them exce¬ 
pt for one relapse. 

Passing sentence, Judge Karen 
Walden-Smith told the defendant: 
“Shoplifting is serious but this 
wasn’t the most sophisticated or 
intelligent offence. It was an act of 
stupidity. 

“If you’re going to fill up a trol¬ 
ley and rush out the door without 
paying you’re bound to be caught.” 

She added: “The problem with 
shoplifting is you may see it as a 
victimless crime on such large 
organisations such as Tesco, but 
everyone else who goes into the 
shop and pays has to pay for your 
behaviour. 

“Shoplifting is rife. The amount 
of money stores lose is immense 
and it has a knock-on effect. It was 
bare-fronted cheek to go in the 
shop and behave this way.”

But councillor Tony Hall, portfolio hold¬ 
er for the environment, said the authority 
had never received a formal request to 
introduce a similar permits-only zone in 
Hodings Road. 

“While the council introduced a residen¬ 
tial parking scheme nearby on Hamstel 
Road, it has never had a request to put a 
scheme along the whole length of Hodings 
Road,” he said. 

“If there is evidence of a problem and 
residents are supportive of the scheme and 
are willing to pay for permits then an appli¬ 
cation can be made to the North Essex 
Parking Partnership, which is responsible 
for introducing new schemes.”

The victims were walking near 
the ABC Boxing Club in Lady- 
shot at around lam when they 
were set upon by four men, one 
brandishing a rounders bat.

One of the victims suffered 
bruising to his head and deep tis¬ 


sue damage to his spine while the 
other sustained a fractured arm.

Singer said: “This was an unpro¬ 
voked and cowardly attack on two 
men, witnessed by a number of 
people who have assisted with our 
enquiries over the past few weeks. 

“What I now need is for anyone 
who may have heard certain peo¬ 
ple bragging to their friends or on 
social networking sites about this 
incident to come forward “

A COUPLE who suffered the 
heartbreak of losing their unborn 
baby last year are sharing their story 
to raise awareness about the charity 
which helped them to cope. 

Sarah Caunter (37), of Hailing Hill, Harlow 
was in her last few weeks of pregnancy when 
she realised her baby - a girl they named 
Lizzie - had stopped moving in the womb. 

It was while visiting Princess Alexandra 
Hospital with husband Nick (35) to check 
everything was all right that they were told 
their baby had died. 

“I can’t imagine going through anything 
more horrific,” said Sarah. “We found out we 
had lost Lizzie on the Monday and were 
booked in to give birth to her on Wednesday. 
It just didn’t seem real.” 

Sarah said the help they received at the time 
from national stillbirth and neonatal death 
charity Sands was invaluable. “They were 
just brilliant at giving us support and 
information at every step," she said. 

“We were both so numb we didn’t know what 
we were doing.” 

Around 17 babies are stillborn or die shortly 
after birth every day in the UK. As well as 
giving emotional and informative support to 
bereaved parents coping with the loss of their 
baby, Sands funds research into preventing 
stillbirths and runs a number of initiatives to 
help make the grieving process that little bit 
easier. 

Sarah added: “Between the hospital and 
Sands it was arranged for me to have a 
special hotel-like room away from the labour 
ward, which was a huge comfort. 

“Sands also organised things like a chaplain

to come and see Lizzie, helped with funeral 
arrangements and encouraged us to make a 
memory box which has really helped with the 
grieving process.” 

Sarah is now working with Sands to help 
expand their services further. Her first aim is 
to encourage high street stores to stock 
babygrows for very premature children. 

“One of the hardest things for us was not 
being able to find any clothes small enough 
to dress Lizzie in,” she said. “She was only 
21b 6oz and in the end we had to use a doll’s 
clothes which was heartbreaking.” 

Sarah added: “The reality is that stillbirth and 
neonatal death are still shockingly common 
occurrences in this country. We had no 
indication whatsoever of what was to come 
and the doctor’s haven’t found any reason for 
it. 

“I just hope that by working with and 
promoting the work of Sands we can help 
prevent others from having to go through 
such heartache.”

A CHIMPANZEE has been hailed 
a genius after completing a 
computer memory test in the 
blink of an eye. 

Ayumu, who was born and 
raised at Kyoto University in 
Japan, has astonished 
scientists with his ability to 
remember the position and 
order of a set of numbers faster 
than any human. 

In fact, the clever chimp is so 
guick he can recall the complex 
sequence in less time than it 
takes the average human to 
blink - 60 milliseconds! 

Ayumu, who is 11 years old, 
takes part in 'study sessions' 
every day during which he 
receives a treat every time he 
answers the test correctly. 

His number-crunching skills 
were discovered by Professor 
Tetsuro Matsuzawa, who has led 


a 30-year research project into 
chimp intelligence. 

The professor told reporters: "It 
is not only Ayumu but also the 
other young ones who have the 
better memory than naive 
human adults. 

"Ayumu and others can do the 
task with social praise. Food 
reward is not the essential 
matter.” 

But it's not just problem-solving 
at which apes excel. According 
to the results of a project 
carried out by American charity 
Orangutan Outreach, they seem 
to share our obsession with 
techno-gadgets as well! 

Last Christmas, the charity 
began giving iPads to their 
orangutans to play with and 
they soon figured out how to 
watch videos on the devices and 
use the painting application.

Home Secretary joins 
Halfon in police praise 


HOME Secretary Theresa May has 
praised the work of Essex Police after 
new figures showed the serious crime 
rate in Harlow had dropped over the 
last year. 

During a debate at the House of Commons, 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon said there had been 
fewer incidents of violence, criminal damage 
burglaries, harassment and anti-social behav¬ 
ior in the town over the past year. 

He then asked the Home Secretary to pay 
tribute to Essex Police, adding: “Does this not 
show that community led policing, with limit¬ 
ed resources, does make a difference?” 

Mrs May replied: “I am indeed happy to 
pay a tribute to Essex Police and the work that 
they have been doing in [Mr Halfon’s] con¬ 
stituency and others, which are covered by 
Essex Police. 

“I think we do indeed see the value of com¬ 
munity lead policing and that is why chief con¬ 
stables up and down the country are making 
every effort to ensure they get police officers 
out of back office posts and actually out into 
the front line which is where people want to 
see them.” 

Speaking after the debate, Mr Halfon called 
the latest crime figures a credit to Harlow’s 
police officers, special constabulary and com¬ 
munity support officers. 

He also praised the volunteers who provide 
the Street Pastor project, offering kerbside 
assistance to late night revellers in the town. 

Harlow district commander Chief Inspector 
Ben Hodder said the force would continue to 
work with local partners to reduce all types of 
crime and anti social behaviour in the town 

“Obviously we are pleased with these fig¬ 
ures and will continue to work hard to reduce 
those numbers further,” he added.

REVIEW 

The Hound of The Baskervilles 
Global Prodctions 
The Playhouse, Harlow 


ADAPTING Sherlock Holmes’ 
greatest adventure for the 
theatre is far from elementary, 
but Global’s taut take on the 
spine-tingling thriller 
circumnavigated the limitations 
of the stage with consummate 
ease. 

With Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s 
classic tale bounding between the 
blasted wilds of Dartmoor and 
sprawling Baskerville Hall, this 
single-set production had to 
condense the expansive plot 
without sacrificing its edge-of-the- 
seat thrills and chills. 

But by confining the action to the 
country pile’s impeccably period- 
detailed drawing room - another 
magnificent set by David Mason - 
director Michael Philips created a 
sense of claustrophobic 
foreboding that helped ratchet up 
the mounting suspense and gave 
Richard Holliss the perfect 
platform for some sublime super¬ 
sleuthing. 

Tall and willowy, he was born to 
play Holmes and did so with great 
gusto. A one-man whirlwind of 
clipped tones, sparkling wit and 
piercing perception, he lit up the 
stage from start to finish and 
clearly relished the role. 

His curiously lop-sided relationship 
with Watson was just right, too - 
the detective affectionately teasing 


his loyal companion’s weaker 
powers of deduction as his long- 
suffering sidekick (a typically solid 
turn by Keith Cummings) found 
his exasperation giving way to 
sheer admiration. 

The supporting cast included the 
consistently excellent Chris 
Millington, who brought a calm 
composure to the role of Watson’s 
former colleague Dr Mortimer, and 
Mark Simons, who impressed in a 
captivating turn as wide-eyed Sir 
Henry Baskerville. 

Jennifer Dorian was cool and 
calculating as devious baddie 
Kathy Stapleton, whose 
transformation from butter- 
wouldn’t-melt sweetness to defiant 
villainess provided the ultimate 


twist, while the brooding Terry 
Perkins gave her hen-pecked 
husband the volatile edge needed 
to throw the audience off the 
scent. 

But what of the titular hound? The 
programme teasingly hinted at the 
use of a live animal but what we 
actually got was far more effective, 
a short, sharp shock at the French 
windows which provoked a 
collective shriek from the 
palpitating auditorium. 

It was vindication, as if any were 
needed, of Global’s masterful use 
of restraint throughout what 
proved to be a finely-tuned 
production that breathed new life 
into an old favourite.

Silent celebration of 
cinema's golden age

SILENCE is golden and in the case 
of Michel Hazanavicius's BAFTA- 
winning black and white silent 
film the gold will probably be a 
clutch of Oscars. 

The Artist, which finally arrives in 
Harlow this week, charts the rise and 
fall of a dashing actor against a 
backdrop of tumultuous change in a 
bygone era of Hollywood. 

Stripped bare of expository dialogue, 
expensive set pieces and digital 
trickery, Hazanavicius’s love letter to 
the moving image is tender, romantic 
and incredibly funny, reminding us 
that the beating heart of any film is 
human emotion. 

Here a single lingering glance, 


underscored by composer Ludovic 
Bource’s grand orchestration, speaks 
louder and clearer than reams of 
impassioned and heartfelt confession. 
During the early part of the 20th 
century, Lillian Gish and Greta Garbo 
became the queens of the silver 
screen in the golden age of silent 
movies. Then, in 1927, The Jazz 
Singer starring A1 Jolson changed 
movie-making forever by successfully 
combining images and sound. 

Within a decade, the death knell was 
sounded forever on silents. 
Writer-director Hazanavicius steps 
back in time to that pivotal year, when 
handsome and romantically 
unattached screen idol George 
Valentin (Jean Dujardin) is setting 
hearts aflutter. 

His films are greeted with rapturous 
applause and female fans clamour for 


his autograph. 

On the set of his latest production, 
George meets aspiring starlet Peppy 
Miller (Berenice Bejo) and he is 
smitten. 

But with the advent of sound, 
George’s fortunes wane while Peppy's 
star ascends into the stratosphere, 
much to the delight of cigar-smoking 
studio boss Zimmer (John 
Goodman). 

Fame is fickle and George and his 
trusty manservant Clifton (James 
Cromwell) fall on painfully hard times 
with no obvious end to their misery. 
The Artist replicates film-making 
techniques of the past to create a 
warm, witty and swoonsome 
romance that will charm and beguile 
modern audiences. 

Dujardin is a debonair and 
charismatic leading man and there is 


simmering screen chemistry with the 
luminous Bejo. George’s performing 
dog steals one scene with tail-wagging 
gusto, proving that man’s best friend 
is also his fiercest competition for the 
limelight. 

Hazanavicius plants his tongue firmly 
in cheek for Goodman’s scenes, 
whose potty-mouthed rages as a 
Hollywood head honcho are reduced 
to censored snippets of dialogue on 
title cards. 

The film-maker uses sound sparingly 
in a nightmare sequence and he 
demonstrates directorial brio with a 
climactic scene involving a gunshot. 

A rousing, toe-tapping finale, which 
nods and winks playfully to feelgood 
cinema of the 1930s, ensures we are 
grinning with glee when the end 
credits roll.

City Car 

City streets should be 
blossoming with interesting new 
shapes come the spring. 

A funky facelift for the Renault 
Twingo is tasked with 
shouldering the ambitions of its 
maker's slimmed down operation 
in the UK, but it will face stiff 
competition from the all-new 
Fiat Panda due in April and 
mildly made-over versions of the 
Peugeot 107, the Toyota Aygo and 
the Citroen Cl. 

The biggest news in the baby car 
sector, however, is the VW 
Group’s triple-pronged assault 
comprising the Volkswagen Up! 
and its seasoned-to-taste siblings 
from SEAT and Skoda - the Mii 
and the Citygo. 

Supermini 

Most of the new car action in the 
supermini sector is slated for the 
latter half of the year but sure to 
be attracting keen interest at reg- 
swap time is the three-door 
version of Kia’s excellent new 
Rio which won’t look any sleeker 
than the already rakish five-door 
model but will establish a key 
sub-£10,000 entry point into Kia’s 
supermini range. 

Moving in the other direction in 
April, Audi’s premium offering 
in this class, the Al, gains an 
extra pair of doors but nothing 
more in the way of rear legroom 
In the same month Alfa debuts a 
more eco-minded Mito, powered 
by an 85bhp, two-cylinder 
TwinAir engine. And with 
Olympic fever building towards 
the summer games, it’s perhaps 
no surprise that official sponsor 
BMW is launching a special 
edition MINI with Olympic 
graphics 

Family Cars/MPVs 

A pioneer for the family car 
arrives in March in the shape of 
two GM models - the Vauxhall 
Ampera and the Chevrolet Volt. 
Both promise a 50-mile electric- 
only range but an anxiety- 
quelling 1.4-litre petrol motor on 
board too that keeps the battery 
charged up on the move. 
Alternatively, green-minded 
families can consider another 
hybrid but this time featuring 
diesel power. The Peugeot 3008 
Hybrid4 is the first such model 
to hit the market but it won’t be 



the last. 

If all that’s still a bit too avant 
garde, Honda’s futuristic-looking 
new Civic is still entirely 
conventional under the skin and 
better to drive than its 
predecessor. 

It will have plenty of fresh 
hatchback competiton to contend 
with as Ford’s Focus range gains 
two new models (the 180bhp 
Zetec S and the 1.0-litre, three- 
cylinder Ecoboost) and Hyundai 
weighs in with its swoopier and 
roomier new i30 to sit alongside 
the i40 saloon on the showroom 
floor. 

Sister brand Kia is on a roll, too, 
with its stylish Mondeo- 
challenging Optima saloon, to be 
joined in June by the all-new 
Cee’d. 

On the compact MPV front, 
watch out for Vauxhall’s new 7- 
seater Zafira Sports Tourer plus 
a heavily reworked Mercedes B- 
Class which is sleeker but 
roomier than the outgoing model 
and arrives in April. Hybrid 
fans, however, might want to 
hang on for the MPV version of 
the Toyota Prius which lands in 
May 

Executive 

While visitors to Audi 
showrooms in March will have to 
look hard to spot the tweaked 
styling and new engines 
imported from the A6 for its 
junior exec A4, arch rival BMW 
is being a little more 
adventurous with its 535i saloon- 
based Active Hybrid which will 


combine saintly economy and 
emissions with bruising 
performance. 

On sale in April, a Hybrid 4 
powertrain for Peugeot’s 508 
Estate (named the RXH) figures 
in the French company’s plan to 
re-enter the sector it once 
occupied with the 607. 
Volkswagen, meanwhile, gives us 
two very different versions of 
the Passat, though for its elegant 
revised CC four-door coupe it has 
decided to drop the ‘Passat’ 
moniker altogether in a move to 
give it a classier image. 

No such qualms with the tough¬ 
looking Passat Alltrack, a 
slightly higher riding, all-wheel 
drive estate that comes to the 
Passat range surprisingly late in 
the day given the success of the 
Audi A4 and A6 Allroad. 

Hang fire for a few months and 
some very stylish offerings hit 
the showrooms in time for 
summer: the new Lexus GS, 
Jaguar XF Sportbrake estate and 
revamped Chrysler 300C vying 
for the glamour model limelight. 

Luxury 

For real, knock-’em-dead 
presence we have to look to the 
next class up and, during the 
first half of the year at least, one 
model has the stage all to itself. 
The latest addition to the 
Porsche Panamera family, the 
£90,000 GTS, promises a sharper, 
more rewarding drive than the 
more expensive Turbo and 
Turbo S models, sacrificing a 
little of their phenomenal 
performance for keener throttle 
response and tauter, more agile 
handling. 

Late summer brings the next 
generation Maserati 
Quattroporte to market and a 
mildly facelifted BMW 7 Series 
also makes its entrance. 


Sports 

It’s a busy time at the affordable 
end of the sports spectrum, with 
hot hatches arriving from all 
directions throughout the year. 
Pocket rocket fans will welcome 
the February introduction of 
two special edition Fiat 500s - the 
595 Turismo and Competizione. 
You’ll have to wait a little longer 
for the 178bhp Ford Fiesta ST 
and to the summer for the hot 
hatch highlights of the year, the 
250bhp Focus ST and the 277bhp 
Vauxhall Astra VXR. 

The hatch brigade won’t have it 
all its own way, though. 
Hyundai’s coupe-with-an-extra- 
door Veloster is a worthy eye- 
catcher and the tie-up between 


Toyota and Subaru will see a 
brace of old school, rear-drive 
2+2 coupes - the Toyota GT 86 
and Subaru BRZ - revive the no- 
nonsense fun of decades past. 

4x4/Crossovers 

This is a growing sector with a 
flood of new models coming later 
in the year but the early arrivals 
should more than whet your 
appetite. 

First out of the blocks is 
Mercedes’ muscular ML63 AMG, 
the most fearsome version of the 
new M-Class which will seldom 
be seen off road and, with a 5.5- 
litre twin-turbo V8, could be a 
fleeting sight on road, too. 

Back in the real world, Subaru’s 
Nissan Qashqai competitor, the 
Xy is based on the Impreza and 
tasked with reviving the brand’s 
sagging sales. But it will have to 
go head-to-head with Hyundai’s 
replacement for its ageing Santa 
Fe, a more compact 4x4 7-seater 
called the iX45, as well as 
Mazda’s scaled-down CX-7, the 
CX-5. This will bring advanced 
green features to the party such 
as a lightweight steel body and a 
super-frugal turbodiesel engine 
that does away with a NOX trap 
yet meet EUVI emissions 
regulations. 

The mid-sized competition gets 
hotter later in the year with the 
arrival of the all-new Honda CR- 
V Citroen’s first compact 4x4, the 
C4 Aircross, and the new, bigger 
Ford Kuga. 
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Astra GTC is Vauxhall's hot hatch 


B ACK in 1990 Vauxhall launched the 
Calibra, an affordable compact coupe 
based on ordinary underpinnings that was 
super-stylish, sensibly practical and, in its 
more potent forms, really very decent to 
drive. 

It was different enough from humbler 
Astras and Cavaliers to be desirable yet 
similar enough to remain affordable both 
to buy and to run. 

Curiously, the Calibra wasn’ replaced, nor 
was it really replicated in the Vauxhall 
line-up - until late 2011 and the launch of 
the the Astra GTC. 

This Vauxhall made its debut on the UK 
market at a time when interest in compact 
coupes seemed to be on the rise. Sharing 
not a single body panel with an ordinary 
Astra, it’s wider, longer, lower and more 
athletic looking. 

And though the engines are familiar, a 
clever HiPerStrut suspension system 
means that it should feel very different to 
drive. 

A quick glance at the badgework and 
under the bonnet might suggest that we’re 
again looking at something similar here 
but you’d be wrong. 

It’s true that apart from the potent 2.0-litre 
petrol turbo used in the flagship VXR 
version, GTC engineware is identical to 
that you’ll find in any ordinary Astra. But 
that”s only because engineering effort and 
investment has been directed into areas far 
more important to driving satisfaction. 
Sharper steering, a wider track and, most 
importantly, a completely different

suspension set-up all combine to make this 
the most engaging driver’s car Vauxhall 
makes. Only a £30,000 Insignia VXR gets its 
power down and turns into corners as 
sharply - and that's only because it shares 
this car's clever HiPerStrut suspension 
system. 

If you can’t stretch to the frantic 280bhp 
VXR 155mph high performance version, 
then the only engine in the mainstream 
range likely to really get your heart 
pumping is the 16v 1.6-litre petrol turbo 
unit developing a useful 180PS. 

Most GTC customers will probably opt for 
something a little more sensible. There are 
a couple of 1.4-litre petrol turbo units 
developing either 120 or 140PSOr there's a 
choice of either 1.7 or 2.0-litre CDTi diesel 


power which can get a bit clattery in the 
upper reaches of the rev range. All drive 
through a reasonably slick six-speed 
manual gearbox with an auto gearbox 
option available on 1.4-litre petrol Turbo 
140PS and 2.0 CDTi diesel models. 

You expect a three-door coupe to be 
smaller than the five-door Hatch it's likely 
to be based upon but that certainly isn't 
the case here. This GTC is longer and 
wider than its more ordinary stablemate 
and featuring a larger wheelbase that 
explains the remarkable amount of space 
it can offer for both rear seat passengers 
and their luggage. 

Lift the tailgate and you'll find yourself 
gazing at a boot that at 380-litres is actually 
30-litres larger than that provided by the 
five-door hatch. 

Inside it’s all pretty user-friendly, even if it 
isn’t very different from the layout you’d 
find in an ordinary Astra hatch, despite 
Vauxhall's attempts to lift the atmosphere 
with faux aluminium inserts on the centre 
console, air vents and doors. 

Whichever Astra GTC variant you choose 
you should find it to be reasonably well 
equipped. Entry-level Sport-trimmed 
models include most of what you’ll want - 
air conditioning, a decent quality MP3- 
compatible CD stereo with aux-in point 
and USB functionality, daytime running 
lights, seat height adjustment and a remote 
control alarm system. They even include 
18-inch alloy wheels, cruise control and a 
DAB digital radio. 

At this level though, some will feel that 
this car still doesn’t feel quite special 


enough. It’s an issue that's partly 
addressed by specifying your car in SRi 
trim - the extra £1,300 buying nice-to-have 
touches such as a leather-covered steering 
wheel, front door sill covers, dark-tinted 
rear windows, sports front seats and front 
foglamps. You also get an electronic 
parking brake. 

Day to day running costs are not going to 
be markedly different from any other 
Astra model. In fact, when the higher 
residual values this GTC model will enjoy 
over a normal Astra hatch come into play, 
it’s likely that this car will be cheaper to 
run than its ordinary stablemate. 

And thanks to the a start/stop set-up 
standard on all models bar the 1.6-litre 
petrol turbo - a system that cuts the engine 
when you don't need it, waiting at the 
lights or stuck in traffic - carbon dioxide 
emissions certainly look competitive 
enough. 

It would be easy to imagine many potential 
compact coupe customers not even trying 
this car, seduced as they might be by the 
fun of a MINI Coupe, the quality of a 
Volkswagen Scirocco or the style of a 
Peugeot RCZ. And that would be a mistake. 
Unlike its direct predecessors, this is 
much, much more than just a three-door 
Astra hatch in a dress. In fact, it’s arguably 
the best handling car in its class, certainly 
the most practical choice and probably the 
most affordable too when you take dealer 
offers into account. 

None of which would count for very much 
in this market if this car didn’t also look 
great. But it does.

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New design will open a few doors 


H YUNDAI has established a reputation for 
its affordable coupes. No, they were never 
that great to drive, but they looked 
distinctive, were cheap to buy and offered a 
degree of sass without incurring big bills. 

It’s a formula that served it well even when 
the small coupe market all but dried up. 
Where we were once overrun with Pumas, 
Tigras and MX3s, car manufacturers all but 
quit building these cars in the mid-Noughties 
and only recently have cars like the Scirocco, 
the Peugeot RCZ, the Mini Coupe and the 
Honda CR-Z signalled a revival. 

Hyundai is looking to re-establish itself in 
the market with a rather unusual vehicle. 

The Veloster features a sharply-tailored 
profile with two doors on one side and one on 
the other. Unlike the MINI Clubman, 

Hyundai has made the effort of ensuring that 
the rear passenger door is on the pavement 
side. Does it have the clout to carve a niche 
for itself? 

The Veloster isn’t exactly overburdened with 
brake horsepower, the 1.6-litre normally 
aspirated direct injection engine managing 
138bhp. While this keeps costs manageable, it 
also means that the car’s performance can 
best be described as modest. Rumours persist 
that a turbocharged model with around 
200bhp is on the cards but in the meantime 
we get 138bhp. Evidence of the investment 
Hyundai has made in this car come with its 
choice of a six-speed manual gearbox or a 
trick dual clutch sequential box. 

The Veloster’s been a long time coming. The 
car was first seen at the 2007 Frankfurt Show 
and each year we have seemed to get a car 
that edged a little closer to production reality

The Veloster is undoubtedly an intriguing 
piece of design. The shape itself is neat and 
tidy with elements that give you a repeating 
sense of deja vu as you walk around the car. 
From some angles you’ll see Citroen C4 
Coupe, from others Honda CR-Z while some 
of the surfacing is very Scirocco. The doors 
are a neat touch and a big investment for 
Hyundai to convert for right-hand drive 
markets. 

Headroom is a little pinched in the front for 
taller drivers and decidedly mean in the rear. 
The back door opens in a conventional 
fashion, rather than the ‘suicide door’ 
arrangement preferred by Mazda when they 
needed to package a short door in their RX-8. 
The interior is boldly styled with a nice mix 


between the minimalist and the feature-rich. 
The show cars featured a beautiful 
honeycomb finish for the dash roll top 
although it’s not certain whether this will 
make production. Fingers crossed. Some of 
the materials used betray the Veloster’s keen 
pricing but you can’t expect Prada at 
Primark prices. 

Hyundai has split the Veloster range into two 
models, entry level and Sport. The latter 
version gets 18" alloy wheels with colour 
inserts, black leather upholstery with heated 
front seats, a panoramic sunroof with tilt 
and slide function, cruise control, keyless 
entry with engine start/stop button and 
sporty alloy pedals. 

Standard features on the entry level car 
comprise 17in alloy wheels, a 7in touch 
screen media centre (with capability of 
playing games through consoles and films 
from smart phones), Bluetooth connectivity 
with voice recognition, climate control air 
conditioning, reversing sensors, front and 
rear fog lights and striking LED daytime 
running lights. The Veloster also features a 
stereo RDS Radio/CD Player with 
MP3/WMA compatibility and an iPod 
connection, with the ability to control all 
functions on the leather steering wheel for 
added convenience. 

Prices start at £17,995 with a Blue Drive low 
emissions version of the entry-level car also 
available with low rolling resistance tyres 
and Stop/Start. 

The DCT twin clutch gearbox tacks around 
£1,300 to the price although some will feel it’s 
worthwhile if much of their driving is in 
city traffic. Hyundai also offers a media pack 


for the Sport model. This features touch 
screen satellite navigation with rear view 
parking camera, Parking Guidance System 
and 7 speakers including amplifier and 
subwoofer. The Sport can also be specified 
with a red leather interior but then prices 
really do start creeping up into the realms of 
some very serious rivals. 

The Veloster fares reasonably well on 
emissions, the entry-level car recording 
148g/km and the BlueDrive a mere 137g/km. 
The DCT twin clutch transmission shaves a 
little off the manual car’s figure, bringing it 
down to 145g/km. A combined fuel economy 
figure of 47.9mpg for the manual car is a 
decent return and insurance groupings are 
very sensibly pitched at group 16E right 
across the board. 

Depreciation is a tough one to get a handle 
on. Initial estimates look promising although 
such is the fickle finger of fashion that some 
coupes which initially saw strong demand - 
think Chrysler Crossfire as an example - 
then went on to suffer fairly unspectacular 
residuals. 

Hyundai’s Veloster has endured a long and 
drawn out gestation and is being launched 
into a market where the rules change very 
quickly Its big USP, namely its 2+1 doors, 
may not be enough to overcome the fact that 
a number of very talented rivals offer 
technically more interesting vehicles. 

The option of a twin-clutch transmission 
also marks the Veloster out as something 
rather special and there’s a semi-exotic feel 
to the intimate, deeply reclined cabin.

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I T’S easy to forget quite how long 
Toyota’s Yaris has been with us. The 
first generation car appeared in 1999, 
replacing the wholly underwhelming 
Starlet model. 

The Yaris was a vast improvement but 
still a modest achiever, offering 
reliability and low running costs while 
singularly failing to tweak the heart 
strings. 

When the second generation Yaris 
arrived in 2005 it was bigger and better 
built. That model received a good refresh 
in 2009 with a more efficient 1.3-litre 
petrol engine, a revised diesel unit, 
improved transmissions and the addition 
of Stop & Start to further boost 
efficiency 

Further running tweaks ensued leading 
up to the latest version we’re looking at 
here which ushers in sharper design, a 
slick new Touch & Go multi-media 
system and enhanced value for money 
with more equipment offered as 
standard. 

Driving Experience 

As before, two petrol engines are offered 
to Yaris buyers and both have something 
to be said for them. 

Featuring smart VVT-i variable valve 
timing, the 69bhp 1.0-litre three-cylinder 
unit marks the entry level while those 
looking for more power will prefer the 
lOObhp 1.33-litre option which uses the 
more advanced Dual VVT-i configuration 
and gets Stop & Start technology. The 
diesel option is a 90bhp 1.4-litre D-4D 
engine. 

The 1.0-litre unit takes a rather tardy 
15.7s to get to 60mph which, although 
adequate for shopping duties, struggles 
out of town. The 1.33-litre Dual VVT-i 
engine feels much stronger during 
everyday driving, too - 0-60mph takes 
11.7s but that’s still slower than the 1.4- 
litre D-4D diesel’s 10.7s. 

As standard, the 1.33-litre engine and the 
diesel are mated to a clever 6-speed 
manual gearbox with a higher than 
usual 6th gear to boost fuel economy on 
higher speed runs. Toyota has also paid 
attention to smoothing out the shift 
action, reducing noise and bringing 
improved feel to the clutch pedal. 

The 1.0-litre engine gets a five speed 
manual but the other option is Toyota’s 
Multidrive S continuously variable 
transmission (CVT), which features a 
sequential seven-step mode that the 
driver can operate using either the 
gearshift lever or paddle shifts on the 
steering wheel. 

Design and Build 

Now into its third incarnation, this is 
certainly the most aggressive looking 
Yaris to date and the one most likely to 
stand out from the crowd. 

The angular headlights, pronounced ‘V’ 
sculpting of front grille, re-modelled 
bumpers and eased-out wheelarches give 
the car a sturdier, more purposeful 
stance. Move round to the back and the 
chrome strip running along the boot 
combines with the small tailgate spoiler 
to further massage the up-tempo 
message, an effect nicely rounded off by 
the dark-hued 8-spoke alloy wheels. 
External dimensions have stayed more 
or less the same which means the Yaris a 
good slice shorter than a Fiesta. While 
this means it’s easier to park, it also 
means that Toyota has needed to box 
clever when it comes to fitting four 
passengers and their luggage inside. 

The boot is 272-litres compared to 295 in 
the Ford, but Toyota’s impressive 
EasyFlat rear seats split 60:40, fold and 
slide bringing a useful degree of

versatility and up to 477-litres of space. 
Toyota’s exemplary build quality is 
evident in the Yaris cabin and you’ll 
search in vain for shoddily assembled 
trim components. That said, apart from 
the new multi-function steering wheel 
and Touch & Go multi-media system, the 
interior remains much as before - which 
is to say unadventurous, verging on the 
bland. 

The controls are sensibly positioned and 
extremely easy to get to grips with, but 
with rival superminis offering some 
highly intelligent and charismatic 
interior designs the Yaris continues to 
fall a little short. 

It’s a shame because the car does the 
hard work so effectively and may lose 
sales due to that last one per cent of 
interior tinsel that’s often all that’s 
needed to generate a little showroom 
wow factor. 


Market and Model 

The basic model range structure for the 
Yaris is unchanged and comprises T2, 
TR, SR and T Spirit trim levels. 

The mid-spec TR is expected to account 
for two thirds of UK sales and is 
available with all engine and 
transmission combinations, in three and 
five-door bodystyles. It comes with 15- 
inch alloy wheels, air conditioning, 
Vehicle Stability Control (VSC) and 
touchscreen audio controls, Bluetooth 
and rear parking camera. 

The Touch & Go media system first 
debuted on the Verso-S and combines a 
6.1-inch touch screen, Bluetooth 
connectivity and an optional sat-nav 


system, and can be updated with new 
‘apps” during the life of the car. 

SR spec is teamed exclusively with the 
1.33-litre Dual VVT-i petrol engine and 
gets 16-inch alloy wheels, a rear roof 
spoiler, front fog lamps, part-leather 
upholstery, rear privacy glass and 
lowered suspension. 

Top of the range is the T Spirit which 
comes solely in five-door form powered 
by the 1.33- litre Dual VVT-i petrol 
engine. Additional kit includes a 
panoramic glass roof, dual-zone climate 
control, automatic headlights and 
windscreen wipers, auto-dimming rear 
view mirror and smart entry and start. 

Cost of Ownership 

Cost of ownership is one area where 
many of the Yaris’ key rivals begin to 
look a little underpowered. 

This generation car continues to shape 
up extremely well as an ownership 
proposition. Its residual values are better 
than a Fiesta’s, a lot better than a Corsa’s 
and leagues better than a Punto’s. 

The latest version of Toyota’s three- 
cylinder 1.0-litre VVT-i petrol engine has 
been tweaked to give a four per cent 
improvement in combined fuel 
consumption returning 58.9mpg, while 
CO 2 emissions are down by seven per 
cent to lllg/km. The 1.33-litre Dual VVT- 
i engine isn’t far behind, especially when 
matched to the Multidrive S 
transmission giving 56.5mpg and CO 2 
emissions of 118g/km. 

Also more efficient than before is the 1.4- 
litre D-4D engine. Its combined cycle fuel 
economy has been improved by seven per 



cent to 72.4mpg and CO 2 emissions are 
six per cent lower at 104g/km. 

Summary 

Those who felt the Toyota Yaris didn’t 
require sassy styling to do its bidding 
may be a little taken aback by the latest, 
third-generation car - a shrinking violet 
no more. 

The good news is it hasn’t lost sight of 
the core values that have sustained its 
huge sales success. Few supermini rivals 
serve up such a solid blend of qualities 
and as the latest Yaris also offers enough 
in the way of creature comforts and hi- 
tech kit to set it apart from the class 
norm. 

The Yaris is a vehicle that manages the 
essential compromises placed upon it 
extremely cleverly. In doing so it makes 
many of its rivals look a little one¬ 
dimensional. 

It’s well equipped, adequately spacious 
and now handsome in a not-so- 
understated fashion. But, as ever, it 
comes with the sort of pence per mile 
running costs more usually associated 
with claustrophobic city cars. 

All told, the latest Yaris emerges as an 
extremely convincing package.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV f so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Coach Canham 
so courageous

Swimmer 
battles 
back from 
cancer 

By ALAN SCOTT 

HAVING tweaked the 
nose of cancer, Harlow 
Penguins coach Alan 
Canham showed 

tremendous courage to 
clinch a medal on his 
return to competitive 
swimming. 

After three years out of 
competitive action, the 71- 
year-old - who thought he 
would never swim again - 
secured a bronze medal in 
the South East Region 
Masters competition. 

This was just over three years 
after being given the all clear 
from the cancer that had dogged 
his life for five years from when 
he was diagnosed in 2003. 

Canham was later told he was 
between four and six weeks 
away from losing his life as the 
aggressive disease attacked his 
body. 

Canham, who held British 
records in his younger days, has 
been a coach at Penguins since 
the 1990s. 

He admitted he was thankful 
to Professor Noel Davidson 
from The Rivers Hospital in 
High Wych, a consultant at the 
forefront of treating cancer in 
this country. Without his role in 
quickly diagnosing the cancer 
and treating it with chemothera¬ 
py, Canham confesses he might 
not be here. 

Canham, who lives in North 
Weald, said: “I had quite an 
absence from swimming. For 


five years I was not in the water. 
It took a long time to recover. 

“I had a major operation and 
even the anaesthetics last 12 
months. I was lucky with the 
diagnosis. I only had four to six 
weeks to go. The medics don’t 
tell you how close you are at the 
time. It was quite an aggressive 
[form of cancer]. 

“My swimming background 
helped. My fitness contributed 
in my recovery and that’s all in 
the past now.” 

Competing at the K2 long 
course 50m Olympic sized pool 
in Crawley, West Sussex, 
Canham starred in his favoured 
50m breaststroke event in the 
70-74 years category. 

He clocked a time of 45.44 
seconds and was just over a sec¬ 
ond behind the winner, Morris 
Dick from Spencer Swimming 
Club. 

Canham was just outside the 
medal placings in two other 
events. 

He was 4th in both the 50m 


butterfly (41.06s) and 50m 
freestyle (39.21s). 

Canham was just over a sec¬ 
ond short of getting the bronze 
medal in the freestyle. 

He was accompanied by 
Harlow Penguins’ club-mate 
Sarah Stringer, who excelled to 
gain a silver medal in the 50m 
butterfly, a bronze in the 50m 
backstroke and a 4th place in 
the 100m freestyle in her age 
group (40-44 years). 

The 41-year-old clocked 
40.84s for third in the 50m 
backstroke and was agonisingly 
close to the silver medal winner, 
Margaret Cragg (Lewes) who 
finished in 40.68s. 

Stringer’s second spot in the 
50m butterfly came after a time 
of 37.10s. She was just over a 
second behind the winner 
Catherine Shearn (Basingstoke) 
in 35.75s. 

In the 100m freestyle, the 
Harlow swimmer clocked 1 
minute 16.53s and was just 
three second outside the bronze 


medallist’s time. 

But for Canham, his greatest 
joy is coaching young swim¬ 
mers and he will now turn his 
attention back to this. 

Since the closure of the 
Penguins’ previous home in 
Second Avenue in 2007 for 
health and safety reasons, it has 
been a difficult time for the club 
as membership dwindled to just 
40. 

But it is thriving at the plush 
leisurezone complex which has 
been its home for the last year. 
Membership has grown to 250 
over that time. 

“I enjoy coaching more than 
swimming,” added Canham.

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DAVID RIMMER ASKS IF THE USE OF DRS IN CRICKET IS A SOLUTION 


THE DRS (Direct Referral System) used in 
international cricket has given rise to a few talking 
points, not least in the recent series between 
Pakistan and England. 

It was not the reason why England were beaten - 
that was a deserved defeat for the world's No.1 Test 
team. 

However, the DRS certainly helped the likes of 
Pakistan's ace spinner Saeed Ajmal and England 
left-arm spinner Monty Panesar. 

Introduced to improve the accuracy of decisions 
such as Ibw's (leg before wicket), it by and large 
illustrated that umpires, on the whole, make a lot 
of correct decisions. 

A traditionalist such as former Test umpire Dickie 
Bird, 78, will feel that the on-field umpire should 
always have the final say. 

Realists will say where there is technology, why not 
use the third umpire with the TV pictures? 

It removes the element of doubt on most decisions 
and if nothing else it has shown how difficult an 
umpire's job has been over the years. 

Obviously it will not be introduced in local cricket 
but the Star has spoken to experienced people 
involved within the sport for their views on the 
controversial system.

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|ROWD attendances in Test 
cricket in many parts of the 
I world are dwindling at a time 
the game has become more 
interesting. 

Ex-Sawbridgeworth skipper and 
former Essex county player Danny 
Wilson, who lives in Old Harlow, 
feels that the DRS technology is 
making it more of a spectacle. 

Spinners in particular are profiting from 
more positive lbw decisions. 

He said: “I think it’s a good thing for 
the game. It has moved games on more 
quickly, as opposed to having drab 
drawn games of five days without 
anything much happening. 

“It makes Test cricket more interesting, 
ironically at a time when fewer people 
are watching it!” 

He added: “In the most recent Test 
series there has been a record number 
of Ibw’s.” 

Wilson (33) is extremely well qualified 
to comment on the subject. 

He has played with Test cricketers and 
although more of a batsman these days, 
bowled much more when he was 
younger. 

He said: “It’s becoming more and more 
difficult to be a batter. For years it has 
been a batsman’s game. 

“Things are happening. That can only be good 
for the game. They [the batsmen] cannot afford 
to let the ball hit the pads.” 

Decisions can still cause comment. 

Kevin Pietersen was given out lbw in the third 
Test against Pakistan and the decision was 
verified by the third umpire after the ball was 
shown to be just clipping the leg-stump. 

Under the traditional interpretation Pietersen 
would have been given the benefit of the doubt. 
Wilson said: “You are almost defending against 
balls a width of either [side] of off and leg 
stump [in addition to the three stumps].” 

Wilson also feels that all countries should adopt 
DRS and that a country like India cannot 
exonerate themselves from it. 

Harlow Cricket Club skipper Luke Heskett 
feels that DRS is good for the game and 
batsmen must not be 
selfish in its use. 

The 22 year-old said: “It’s making for more 
correct decisions. There should only be two 
referrals - it’s there to correct obvious 
mistakes. 

“If there were more referrals, people would use 
it for tactical reasons. If you know you are out, 
you [the batsman] should not use it. Some 
batsmen use it in a rush of blood.”

DRS will arguably have a greater hold 
in countries where spin has a greater effect. 

Tests in Asian countries where spin dominates 
and batsmen have to defend their wickets with 
fielders surrounding the stumps are likely to 
produce more lbw appeals and catching chances, 
leading to DRS referrals. 

Heskett is pleased that umpires do not have to 
be so cautious any more. 

He said: “The umpires are not quite so 
scared to give [lbw] decisions. If someone is 
on the front foot, they can still be given out 
[lbw]. 

“Batsmen will have to think twice about using 
their pads." 

Harlow Cricket Club president Alan Howick, 
(63), added: “I was always uncomfortable with 
lbw. It’s just someone’s point of view. 

“It [DRS] is the right way forward. At least it 
can be backed up now technically. It’s going to 
change batting.” 


THE OFFICIAL'S VIEW 
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r MPIRE Rob Furber is a strong 
advocate of the DRS technology which 
has been used in Test cricket for the 
last four years. 

The 55 year-old, from Linwood in 
Sawbridgeworth, umpired at Home Counties 
Premier Cricket League division two east level 
in 2011, as well as in the Saracens Hertfordshire 
League (divisions one and two) over the last 
three years. 

A capable cricketer in his day, Furber played for 
Sawbridgeworth Cricket Club for 25 years and 
more recently for St Margaretsbury (from 2002 
to 2010). 

He said: “As an umpire I am for it. I would not 
feel threatened by its existence. I would work 
with it rather than find it a threat. 

“I would favour three reviews as Test cricket 
innings’ can be quite long.” 

Furber believes the introduction of new 
technology is crucial to move the game forward. 
He said: “There is more chance of getting things 
right. Players’ livings are on the line. You have 
to reduce errors.” 

Furber’s love for the game was fostered when he 
grew up in Newport, South Wales. He has a feel 
for how cricket has developed over the last 45 


He cited various examples of how 
batsmen have out-witted spinners and 
umpires over the years by just kicking the 
ball away - and avoiding a contentious 
lbw decision. 

“They will not be able to get away with 
it. Batsmen will have to use their bats,” 
he said. 

“There has been a conservative attitude to 
umpiring that will be washed out.” 

Furber feels DRS can be used as a 
training tool and its application should be 
universal. 

He said: “It could be a valuable coaching 
tool for umpires. They can look at 
trajectories of the balls and where they 
g°- 

“I have a strong view that all test matches 
should be played under the same 
conditions and am unhappy that the Indian 
Cricket Board are only using part of it.” 

Bob Mills, an umpire and also the fixtures 
secretary with the Herts & Essex Cricket 
League, also feels DRS can only help cricket. 
Mills (49) has played for Thorley for 36 years 
and has recently qualified as an umpire. 

He said: “It certainly is a help. I would be very 
grateful for the assistance. 

“It has enhanced the game. It’s changing the 
way batsmen play. They can no longer kick the 
ball away or they will be given out.” 

He added: “The overall standard of umpiring 
has been high in this [Pakistan v England] 
series, though bowlers and batsmen see things 
differently.” 

However, Mills thinks DRS is not yet definitive. 
“It’s not a foolproof system because ‘hot spot’ is 
not 100 per cent. Earlier in the series [the 
second Test], somebody was given out lbw, but 
there was a doubt that the ‘hot spot’ technology 
had [failed to] spot an earlier edge,” he said. 
“Nasser Hussain thought the batsman should 
have been given the benefit of the doubt, but 
[Ian] Botham thought that there was no edge on 
the bat and he should be given out.” 

This shows how difficult it is for umpires. 

Mills added: “I feel that if technology is not 
clear, the benefit of the doubt should be given to 
the batsman.”

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Athlete eyes 
Istanbul date

ANDREW Osagie is anxious to 
bounce back from a knee injury 
and book a spot in the 800 m at the 
IAAF World Indoor Athletics 
Championships in Istanbul next 
month. 

The ace runner, from Northbrooks in 
Harlow, has a chance to do this when he 
competes in the Aviva Grand Prix inter¬ 
national at Birmingham this Saturday. 

Osagie, who turns 24 on Sunday, picked 
up the injury to his right knee when he was 
altitude training in Kenya with the Great 
Britain training team towards the end of 
2011. 

He has subsequently undergone rehabilita¬ 
tion work. 

After staying out of the European Indoor 
Trials and UK Championships event at 
Sheffield last weekend - in which he was 
800m runner-up a year ago - Osagie feels he 
is now fully fit. 

He said: “It was disappointing to miss out 
on the event at Sheffield. There has been 
inflammation of the knee. It has been okay 
for the last week or two. 

“There’s a good atmosphere at 
Birmingham and I like competing there. I’m

looking forward to getting out and racing.” 

He added: “The first goal is the World 
Championships - the main focus is to get the 
qualifying time of 1:48.00 for Istanbul. 

“I am setting the standard for myself at the 
moment. I was good today [Tuesday] and I 
have had two good weeks.” 

The Harlow Athletic Club member said 
there is also another race in Stockholm, 
Sweden next Wednesday for him to go to 
before the big event in Turkey from March 9- 
11 . 

“I got to the semi-finals in the World 
Indoor Championships two years ago. I want 
to get in the final and then who knows what 
will happen. I want to win it.” 

Whatever happens, Osagie also wants to 
get the build up dead right for this summer 
with the Olympics very much at the back of 
his mind. 

There is the European Championships in 
Helsinki, Finland from June 27 to July 1. 


There is then the big one - the London 2012 
Olympics. 

“I do not want to look back and wish I had 
done this or that,” he said. 

“That is why things like rehabilitation or 
strength and conditioning are crucial.” 

Osagie’s focus at the moment is the indoor 
season. 

He is uncertain over the Great Britain 
selection policy for the European 
Championships, but is very keen to compete 
in this event and the Olympics.
